With the setting of the sun tonight 
the Jews throughout the world will 
begin the celebration, 
which 
has 
been called “the Hebrew Mardi Gras,” 
because of the carnival spirit which 


m a rk s its observance. 
Purim falls on the fourteenth of the 
month Adar, which corresponds this 
year to the 12th of March. 
As the 
Jewish people count days from sun­ 
set to sunset, however, Purim com­ 
mences W ednesday evening. 
Purim, or the festival of Lots, was 
instituted by Mordecai and commem­ 
orates the deliverance of the Jews 
i from the destruction with which they 
were threatened by Haman. » It is a 
day of joy and gladness and i.'. some 
Jewish centers of population 
it is 
marked 
by 
masquerading, 
proces­ 
sions. the lighting of bonfires, the 
burning of Haman in effigy, fee sing­ 
ing of comic songs and other mani­ 
festations of the carnival spirit. 
Purim, as a festival. Is alleged by 
some to be an outgrowth of a more 
ancient Babylonian celebration, which 
in turn was based on an old Elamitic 
myth. 
In this respect it resembles 
most Christian festivals, which had 
their origin in paganism. 
Mordecai 
himself instituted the observance of 
Purim, according to the Talmud, by 
tho Tending of the book of Esther in 
the synagogue. 
This custom is still 
followed, 
and 
W ednesday evening 
and again Thursday morning the won­ 
derful story of Esther will be read 
from a written scroll called Megillah 
in synagogues all ovef the world. 
The recital is a sol em i f '‘and- im p res­ 
sive ceremony.

Long ago 
it became customary to make collec­ 
tions in the synagogues in aid of the 
needy . The poorest Jew, even one

charity, was supposed to give some­ 
thing to some Jew' even more impov­ 
erished than himself. 
After the formal ceremonial in the 
synagogues the observance of Purim 
now takes on a social and convivial 
nature^ 
That Israel’s enemies are 
always in the end defeated and pun­ 
ished. and that the Jewish people are 
capable of surviving all plots and per­ 
secutions, 
are 
the lessons derived 
from Purim.

SCHOOL CHILDREN IN SUMMER. 


Dr. P. P. Claxton, commissioner of 
education of the federal government, 
tails it preposterous 
to 
shut 
the 
schools all summer and turn the chil­ 
dren into the streets. 
Dr. 
Claxton 
points out that 
in the agricultural 
days of the country boys had chores 
to do and girls had household duties, 
and thus they learned useful habits 
and ways of industry. 
But 
in our 
r.’ties, particularly, we provide little 
that replaces the homely duties that 
taught the hands and head to work 
together, 
Because of the cost of equipment 
needed, it will be many years before 
the 
lower 
grades 
of 
the 
public 
Fchools can adopt vocational training 
iii any large way. For school garden­ 
ing, on the other hand, 
the equip­ 
ment is a small item, and the vacant 
lots of the city which are now' idle 
w’ould 
be 
better 
for 
cultivation. 
Moreover, if teachers were paid, 
as 
in other countries, 
for 
the 
entire 
year, including 
a 
month’s vacation, 
more men teachers would be availa­ 
ble. But the m atter of most import­ 
ance, in Dr. Claxton’s view, is to keep 
th© city boys 
from 
three months’ 
contamination in the streets and lo 
teach them how' to become producers 
and how' to market the produce. 
Dr. Claxton thinks one teacher In 
each school should be employed on 
ibis w'ork 
throughount 
the 
entire 
year, this teacher to know intensive 
horticulture or 
agriculture 
and 
to 
have had some practical experience. 
He should be able to help the child­ 
ren in each home find a small plot 
cf ground for a home garden, assist 
them In preparing 
tho 
ground for 
planting, in selecting 
the 
seed, 
in 
planting, etc., and should watch tho 
growth of crops. 
He should person 
a’!y supervise the garden work dur­ 
ing the afternoons, going from house 
to house with that purpose in view 
mid continuing that work during the 
summer vacation. 
Also, during the summer, Dr. Clax­ 
ton would have the teacher bring the 
children together in groups from limo 
to time to discuss their work. Most 
of the stuff 
grown 
should 
be con­ 
sumed in Jhe families 
of the child­ 
ren, but if some parts of it are to be 
marketed the teacher should help in 
that matter. 
Reaching 
the children 
how- to co-operate for the purpose of 
getting good prices for their crops. 
The idea is impressive it Isn’t en­ 
tirely new Strictly speaking, it isn’t 
going to school; it is merely playing 


to 
deal with. 
There 
isn’t 
any such 
thing now'—at least, not enough to 
do any harm. There is .a new guard,
